Seasonal adjustment 


Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the 


estimated effects of normal seasonal variations from 
economic time series so the the effects of other 
influences are obvious. Seasonal variations are the 
systematic (though not necessarily regular) intra-year 
movements of economic lime series. These are often the 
result of non-cconomic phenomena. such as climatic 
changes, and regular religious festivals ¢.g. Christmas 
and Easter.

Trend Estimate 

Smoothing scasonally adjusted series produces a 
measure of trend by removing the impact of the 
irregular component of the serics. The trend estimates 
are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson weighted 
moving average to the respective seasonally adjusted 
series. Readers are reminded that trend estimates are 
subject to revision as subsequem months’ data become 
available. 
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SELECTED FEATURES 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


The trend estimate of new motor vehicles registered in 
Victoria increased by 2.2 per cent from May 1995 to 
June 1995, 


For Australia the irend estimate of new motor vehicles 
registered increased by 0.8 per cent from May 1995 to 
April 1995, 


Retail Turnover 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in Victoria for 
Junc 1995 increased by 0.4 per cent from the May 
1995 level to $2,229 million, This is 8.9 per cent 
higher than the June 1994 level. 


At the Australian Ievel, the trend cstimate of retail 
Wurnover increased by 0.5 per cent from May 1o June 
1995, to $9.627 million. This is 7.4 per cent higher 
than the June 1994 level.
